"The Fuel Administratloo, is 
greatly encouraged by reports from 
many parts of the country ma to the 
progress of its campaign for the early 
ordering of nelt winter's supply of 
coal by both domestic and industrial 
coal consumers, particularly in the 
Fastern part of the country. A flood 
of orders for next winter's coal sup- 
ply is reported. Both coal producers 
and retailers report orders filed 
\astly in excess of the amount avail- 
able for immediate delivery. 

"With millions of tons ordered, of 
course it has been impossible to effect 
complete deliveries. This haa given 
rise to some complaint among those 
who are patriotically responding to 
the reqqecit of the Fuel Administra- 
tion and have sought to lay in their 
winter's supply. It will be readily 
appreciated, however, that the mines 
produce and the railroads cannot de- 
liver the whole annual supply of the 
country within two weeks. The Fuel 
Administration, however, will exert 
every effort to expedite deliveries 
and to effect the distribution of a 
maximum amount of coal during the 
.'tummer months. 

"With the country's coal supply 
largely ordered ahead, the Adminis- 
tiation will be in a positioii to act 
promptly and facilitate the movement 
of an adequate supply of coal to meet 
the demand. The railroads will be 
enabled to judge of the traffic facili- 
ties which must be made available 
for aiding coal production and for 
distributing the supply, 

"The fact the consumers cannot 
secure immediate delivery should not 
deter them from placing their orders 
at once. These early orders otkce on 
the books become the basla for the 
detei;piined driv^ to secure aa ade- 
quate production aad prompt ^Uatri* 
button. Promptness in ordering an# 
patience in awaltlar deliveries are 
needed as a basis for the co-operation 
of the whole country with the Fuel 
Administration in its effort to do its 
share of the .N'ation'.s war work. 

"It is trusted that this matter will 
be brought to the attention of the 
people in your community.

The necessity for increasing the 
number of Y. M. C. A. workers with 
the American and French armies is 
ret forth in a statenient received here 
to-day from the National War Work 
Council of the Y. M. C. A. by 2. L. 
Wilcox, chairman of the local re- 
cruiting committee for T. M. G. A. 
workers. Cablogiapis fiom Axmj T. 
M. C. A. oflleials now in France 
polat out the extreme importance of 
Ibis senrice for the soldiers and call 
upon America to furnish 360 men in 
addition to the regular quota of 300 
men already asked for and the 300 
previously requested for the French 
army. 

"Our chief secretary in France, 
E. C. Carter, writes that there are 
more than a hundred important ports 
without workers," said Mr. Teve- 
baugh. "Fort7HWv«a of these are 
near the front and S8 are actually 
under sbeU Are. We belieye that no 
college or baak presidency or big 
citr palpit is of so great national im- 
portance as a hut secretaryship in 
Prance. 

"The French government, through 
its premier and commander-in-chief, 
has asked for an immediate exten- 
sion of the Y. M. C. A. to the French 
armies. Knowing that we could not 
supply all the needs at once they 
have asked us to supply 250 men a 
month to man their Foyers de Soldat. 
The Italian army wants fifty men at 
once and promises to pbube at tbelr 
disposal young Italians who can be 
trained aniekly to oztond tbe work 
on the Austrian front. 

"Every Y. M. C. A. secretary in 
the country is burdened with the 
extra task of finding other men fitted 
to take up Y. M. C. A. work for the 
soldiers at home and abroad. We are 
.seeking to enlist in the country at 
large in the next thirty days 400 
men for service in the United States; 
400 for service with the American 
Expeditionary force under General 
Pershing; 300 for the French army 
huts; 100 to supplement the work 
in English Y. M. C. A. Iiuts* and 75 
to ba tMit to Itnly. 

"This is tlie senriee wbicb requires 
the highest type of manhood. We are 
particularly sedcins successful busi- 
ness and professional men, those of 
high Christian character, good mix- 
ers, men resourceful and adaptable 
to conditions as they find them. We 
want the highest class of men Amer- 
ica has produced, for the highest 
type of work of their fellowmen 
which can be offered. 

"Some of them will be sent per- 
haps actually up to the firing line. 
All will see eopdltlons which tear 
men's soula It Is not an adrenture 
filled with . ronnnee; there will be 
plenty <!iiC dmdgery, long hours, and 
high tension, nerve-racking work. 
It demand ability to keep cheerful 
and bring inspiration to other men 
who are war weary, homesick, and 
discouraged, and who are facing 
unusual temptation. It involves 
actual danger. It is no task for a 
man fond of ease or of low physical 
vitality. Yet we believe there are 
plenty of men who will find in the 
call to this service an opportunity 
of doing the greatest work of their 
lives, and that there are many who 
^ould olfer themselves if they 
thought thsj eould qualify. 

"We also want chauffeurs» me- 
cahnics, a^Deoontants, clerks aad 
steaofnipbm eonstmetlon men to 
build bnt% Aipping nen to handle 
the supplies, and many others.*' 

There are at present 2,335 Amer- 
ican Y. M. C. A. workers in Europe.

GOVEENMENT WARNS AGAINST 
KHUHO C ARRIER PIGEONS 

Killing of carrier pigeons belong- 
ing to the United States army has se- 
riously interfered with that branch 
of the training at Camp Zachary 
Taylor. According to the authorities 
in charge, many pigeons have been 
lost within the last few weeks. Only 
a few days ago, seven pigeons were 
turned loose at West Point, Ky., 
eighteen jniles from the Camp. Of 
these, only two returned to the pig- 
eon loft, and both of these were se- 
riotusly injured by shot glia iroumi^. 
The officers in charge twllm fiSt 
none of this shooUax is Vith iatoit 
to UU the OovmiMnt plgeoas, but 
aa one officer expressed, "Is simply 
an example of the thoughtless boy 
with a shotgun." 

"Carrier pigeons are of vital Im- 
porta^nce in modern Warfare," said 
Major Clarence A. Douclierty, 8ith 
Pitision Signal Offleer, under w^doe 
jurisdiction falls the work of trahdiijB: 
the pigeons. ^ "T^i^ ~tMm messages 
^hen otkemeaiks.^tl apkd it Is.tery 
important that each dirlston ha^e a 
well trained corps. It is earnestly 
requested that people refrain from 
shooting carrier pigeons. Inasmuch 
as it is quite, impossible for the ordi- 
nary person to distinguish between 
a carrier pigeon and other types of 
pigeon, it is asked that they be very 
careful in shooting any kind of 
pigeon. 

"Very often the earner pigeena 
wUi step to rest atstraage lortt. Fsr- 
Hons who discover these pigeons 
should examine them carefully and 
see- thftt thejF exe «ot ^a£i|ir pigeons 
before gtU^ , rid of pim. Each 



pigeon owned by the Government has 
a small band on fhe leg marked 'U. 
S. A., '18.' When any pigeon with 
this marked be found dead, it is re- 
quested that the band be taken from, 
the leg and mailed to the Division 
Signal' Officer, Camp Zaeluur Tay- 
lor, Ky." 

Majbr Dougherty said that legis- 
lation was being passed to ^ake it a 

federal offense to kill the carrier 
pigeon, but in the meantime he is 
appealing to persons living within 
the vicinity of the camp to be very 
careful to see ^ait «9 bam eome to 
them. . . .
